Paul Dawson, Town Administrator, reported that 
the remediation of the bats was successful, and now the 
cleanup and disinfection needs to begin.

John Henry noted that bat feces was used to make gun 
powder in the past and is a volatile substance. Selectman 
Steve Gushing asked if any of the damage was covered by 
insurance. Dawson said it is not. 

Nan Johnson of the Friends of the Marion Council 
on Aging met with the Board and presented the idea of a 
town calendar, which a resident could access to find out 
dates of events held by the Council on Aging, Sippican 
Historical Society, Elizabeth Taber Library, Recreation 
Department, and town meetings and events. The Board 
approved the request. Johnson said that the calendar will 
go live on October 1 in an experimental mode, with other 
nonprofits possibly joining in on the proposed town-wide 
calendar of events. 

In other business. Ken Steen of Baywatch Realty 
Trust, the 40B project, discussed the request to revise the 
existing sewer permit and water supply to the affordable 
income project. The original permitted project was for 168 
units, which would require 32,000 gallons of water per 
day. The revised and finalized permitted project includes 
96 units utilizing 25,000 gallons of water per day. The 
Board approved the revision. 

Steen said that Baywatch Realty Trust will break 
ground on the 40B project in mid-November.

The Selectmen, after much informative 
discussion, agreed that it would be in the town's best 
interest to move or cap the stud to avoid any construction 
to the water line that could possibly cost the town. The 
BOS approved the moving of the stub. 

Dawson said that 34 applicants applied for 
the Town Facilities Manager's position and that the 
committee will meet this coming Thursday to determine 
who, in the pool of applicants, will be advanced. 

''We've received some great applications," said 
Selectmen Chairman Jody Dickerson. 

In other business, Dawson said that the Village 
Capital Improvement Project was currently stalled due 
to the "dragging of the feet" by the Massachusetts Works 
Infrastructure and the Department of Environmental 
Protection, who have not finalized the paperwork to move 
the project forward. 

"We've had no success in getting started because 
we have to wait until this paperwork is approved and 
provided to us," Dawson said. "The bidder we approved 
continues to extend his bid contract but may or may not 
extend it again." Dawson said that state officials have 
been contacted but still there was no action from the state 
authority, which is funding upward of $1 million of the

series of meetings and hearings to scope out a completely 
revised document. Sandy Conaty Comprehensive 
Planning Manager with SRPEDD, presented the Board 
with her preliminary outline of areas in the bylaws that 
need rewriting, clarifications and formatting changes. The 
following represents Conaty' s recommendations:

apartment seems too restrictive and negatively written 
in Conaty's purview and perhaps was designed to 
discourage the creation of these units - she suggested that 
accessory units would help to address the housing needs 
of residents identified in the Housing Production Plan 
and the Master Plan. 

Conalty further explained that through 
streamlining and reformatting the bylaws, they would 
become more user-friendly, less cumbersome and 
therefore efficient for all concerned. 

After her presentation, the Board discussed the 
best way to go about reviewing the bylaws, scheduling 
meetings and allowing for public input and hearings 
moving forward. To start the process, they decided to 
review several articles over the course of the coming 
months leading up to the December deadline for 
completion, starting on October 7 with parking and 
signage.

structure, which would be even larger than what town 
bylaws permit.

town landfill approved - the Planning Board vowed to 
collaborate with the EMC on a bylaw that would satisfy 
both sides, which in the recent past have disagreed on the 
direction of Marion's solar policy 

The goal is to present a unified front at fall Town 
Meeting, with a revised solar bylaw in hand.

pinpointing areas where solar farms can operate. Another 
option. Board members have said, is to scrap the language 
from the bylaw altogether. 

But members of the EMC say that the overlay idea 
is unwieldy and nebulous, and that the Planning Board 
has overstated the impact of solar farms on residential 
areas. 

With the closing of the latest sparsely attended 
public hearing on Monday, the boards moved closer to 
fall Town Meeting but farther apart on finalizing the 
solar bylaw. The latest gulf developed when Planning 
Board members approved a motion to formalize a solar 
subcommittee in the weeks leading up to fall Town 
Meeting. EMC members bristled at their lack of inclusion. 

''We're not asking for much, just to continue 
ensuring that this is a joint cooperative effort," EMC 
Chairman David Pierce said. "This is contrary to the spirit 
of what we've been doing for the last six months or more; 
we have done this work together. It would be a great error 
to decide now that it's your baby, because it's not." 

Planning Board member Rico Ferrari, also a 
member of the solar subcommittee, interrupted Pierce to 
say that the Planning Board has had a dialogue with the 
EMC and will continue to do so. 

But Pierce said after the meeting that "handing 
us drafts of how they think the bylaw should read is not 
what a joint venture is about."

the subcommittee had given the EMC a draft document 
on one occasion. Francis suggested during the meeting 
that two EMC members be included on the subcommittee 
- or that the bodies continue talking face to face - but the 
idea w^as dismissed by members of the Planning Board, 
notably Ted North. 

But Jay Ryder agreed with Francis, and showed 
frustration with his colleagues at one point. 

"\ agree with Jennifer,'' Ryder said. "\ believe that 
a couple of members of the EMC should be an integral 
part of the process. I think we have to look at the big 
picture, and the big picture is getting the bylaw passed. 
If we can get to the point where we're together on this, I 
think it's a no-brainer that it's going to get passed." 

Vice Chairman Stephen Kokkins said that's 
exactly what the Planning Board has done. 

'Tn my view, this process did occur over the past 
several months," he said. "The committees did work 
together.

Controlled Cut Planned for Old Colony Land 

Rochester Conservation Commission 
By Nick Walecka 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon and the 
Conservation Commission met Tuesday evening and 
discussed a plan for a ''controlled cut'' of some of the 
forestry surrounding Old Colony Regional Vocational 
Technical High School and on adjacent property that is 
owned by Rochester. 

There are many reasons for the cut, including the 
promotion of forest diversity (of trees as well as animals), 
fire control and prevention of overgrowth. Any potential 
revenue from lumber would go to the town and the 
school, as well as to Phil Benjamin of Benjamin Forestry 
Services, who has been the consultant on project. 

"What we're trying to do is manage it," said 
Commissioner Laurene Gerrior, adding that this happens 
in a lot in areas of dense forest. 

Farinon said that grants were awarded to the 
town and to the school a few years ago under the title 
of a "Forest Stewardship Program," and that officials 
would try to work the program into the curriculum at 
Old Colony, potentially as some sort of forest and timber 
management program, as well as potentially using some

Benjamin has already prepared forest plans for 
both properties, and several stages of work are scheduled 
to take place over the next few months starting in late 
September. There will be a public education session held 
at Old Colony on November 16 from 9:00 to 11:00am. The 
logging operation itself is scheduled to take place from 
December to February. 

Commission officials stressed the fact that this is 
a controlled cut, and not a clear cut. Officials also warned 
that people who normally walk those woods, though few 
in number, should be aware of the cutting.

"We cannot consider the special permit until we 
would grant the variance," ZBA member Ben Gilmore 
said.

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LLC presented revised plans for the Marion Lands Trust 
on Lot 29 Front Street for a Notice of Intent to install 
a stormceptor discharge pipe to the buffer zone of a 
bordering vegetated wetland. 

The land is adjacent to the 40B project on Route 
105. The main issue discussed was the change in the size 
of the parking lot from 3,200 square feet to 7,500 square 
feet and the rain runoff generated by the larger lot. The 
piping of the stormceptor will run under the parking lot. 
A stormceptor can hold up to 450 gallons of water and 
has a centrifugal force spin mechanism which cleans and 
separates up to 80 to 90 percent of suspended solids, oil 
and grease prior to the water running into the wetland 
area. The unit would be cleaned twice a year and after a 
storm. The Commission closed the public hearing.

ORR School Committee

It seems that the school year has started off well at 
both Old Rochester Regional Junior High School and Old 
Rochester Regional Senior High School, with no major 
complaints from anyone on the School Committee as of 
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Tuesday evening. 

"The opening of school went very smoothly/' said 
Superintendent Doug White. "Everything has gone very 
well. I've been able to get out to all of the schools and 
spend some time in some classrooms. Both the students 
and teachers have been handling things well." 

One issue that did occur on the first two days of 
school was traffic on Route 6 

because of the newly approved "Delayed Start Program." 

White said those problems were ironed out with 
new traffic patterns where Junior High students are to be 
dropped off at the Mattapoisett entrance of the complex, 
while Senior High students are to be dropped off at the 
Marion entrance. 

"We feel that it's a 100 percent safer situation," 
said ORRHS Principal Michael DevoU. 
"We think that it's going well in terms of safety." 

Devoll also said that the Delayed Start Program 
had gone well for both students and teachers, with 
teachers and students using the time for planning and 
constructive free time, respectively. 

In other news, the Committee approved an 
overseas field trip for students at the Senior High. 

A group of teachers led by Judy Pretat, a Latin 
teacher at ORRHS, presented the trip, which is scheduled 
to travel all over Italy. Pretat said the trip would rely on 
fundraising from the students themselves. 

"The students and maybe their parents have to 
want to do it," she said, adding that the trip would take 
place in February, and that they want at least 16 students 
for the trip. 

In Junior High news, ORRJHS Principal Kevin 
Brogioli said that this year's attendance was over 500 
students, which is the highest it has been in his five 
years as principal. He added that they have 10 new staff 
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members as well. 

The School Committee also introduced three new 
members: Gary Humphrey, Christine Marcolini and Linda 
Harju. White also added that the district's Physician, Dr. 
John Conway of Wareham Pediatrics, had retired, but that 
Dr. Steve Menendes and Dr. Jason Reynolds of Wareham 
Pediatrics would be taking his place. 

Also approved was a waiver to allow around five 
Junior High students to join the Senior High's hockey 
team because they will only have about 15 players, with 
only one senior on the team. He said that this would be 
the last waiver request of this kind for the school, and that 
they'd need to reevaluate the state of current teams after 
this school year. 

He added that the MIAA had already granted 
waiver pending the Committee's approval. 

"If we don't have enough to support our 
programs with high school students, then we shouldn't be 
funding them," Devoll said. 

White also asked that Athletic Director Bill Tilden 
prepare a "State of Athletic Teams" moving forward so 
they can see where programs stand.

Back in 1969, writer Sandra Scoppettone and artist 
Louise Fitzhugh put out a children's book called Bang Bang 
You're Dead. It's something of a collector's item now — so 
many parents and teachers loathed it that it kicked up a lot 
of controversy. Anyway, the book is a starkly brilliant parable 
about kids playing war and really hurting (though not killing) 
each other. The point, made none too subtly for a reader- 
ship of little boys who liked to play war, was that war isn't 
and shouldn't be a game. It draws blood. I remembered the 
book while watching I Declare War, a bitter but paradoxically 
entertaining fantasia about a group of boys (and one girl) who 
play war out in the Canadian woods. The movie's conceit is 
that we share the kids' imaginations: when they pick up a toy 
gun or a branch and pretend it's a real gun or a bazooka, that's 
what we see. In visual movie language, they're really shooting 
at each other, but only in their heads. No one gets killed, but a 
few illusions bite the dust. 

Shrewdly, / Declare War almost immediately puts us 
on the side of P.K. (Gage Munroe) and his army. P.K. is small, 
blonde and tinsel-toothed, an unlikely figure to be a general, 
but he's intelligent and has studied military history. He's seri- 
ous about winning war games — his base shows off all the 
flags he's won. Putting us further in P.K.'s camp is his adver- 
sary. Skinner (Michael Friend), an unpleasant "spaz" who's 
just out for revenge on P.K. and is willing to torture P.K.'s best 
friend Kwan (Siam Yu) when he takes Kwan prisoner. There- 
fore a variety of "soldiers" under both boys' "command" are 
cannon fodder to settle an old score between two "nations." 
You could read / Declare War as an allegory for just about any 
conflict the United States has gotten into, or any other country. 

As the movie goes on, we realize something about 
the fair-haired P.K.: he's a bit of a sociopath. He's perfectly fine 
with sending his best friend off to be captured and possibly 
tortured a second time. We've been rooting for him because 




he's smart and his enemy is emotionally volatile, but the mov- 
ie ends up asking what, exactly, P.K. stands to "win" by asking 
his friends to sacrifice for his own glory. There's another brain 
in the group, Jess (Mackenzie Munro), who plays a lot of 
chess and has her own agenda; she's technically on Skinner's 
side, but isn't really loyal to him. Jess's favored weapon is a 
crossbow, which serves as a perhaps unintentional critique of 
the heroine of The Hunger Games. The movie suggests that the 
people best at planning out war games aren't the best human 
beings. Skinner, warped by the desire to make a mark in this 
faux-violent context, comes to seem less like a villain than a 
victim. 

I Declare War has enough downtime to flesh out all 
the characters, strongly played by a variety of young actors 
mostly unknown outside Canada. But it flies by anyway, 
animated by the complexity of the chessboard. Frangois Truf- 
faut famously opined that it was impossible to make an anti- 
war movie, since war is so innately cinematic and exciting, 
and indeed the battles here are crisply staged for maximum 
lizard-brain satisfaction. At times the movie is like Red Dawn 
with a conscience. Directors Jason Lapeyre and Robert Wilson 
(Lapeyre also wrote the script) perform a weirdly morally 
complicated subtextual juggling act. We know it's fake, both 
in and out of the film's reality — we know the "grenades" are 
just balloons filled with red paint, the "guns" just wood and 
plastic — yet here we are, watching adolescents shooting at 
each other with what read visually as real bullets, and it's fun. 
It's fun in the old primate way it's always been: the tension of 
the "good guys" taking cover while being shot at, the gratifica- 
tion of what Hannibal Smith called a plan coming together. 

But it's also not fun, and while nothing much is actu- 
ally hurt here aside from some feelings, those feelings matter 
to us because the kids do. As you may have guessed, this is a 
story, like Lord of the Flies and Stand by Me, that involves kids 
but is meant more for adults. The language, appropriately 
enough, is pretty salty. Also like those stories, though, I Declare 
War is thematically appropriate for pre-teens, who use that 
language anyway, and who might best benefit from its mes- 
sage. If it were a young-adult book, it'd be stupidly challenged 
by offended parents all over the country. It'd face the same 
fear and loathing that greeted that Vietnam-era relic Bang Bang 
You're Dead. Why do some authority figures not want children 
to know about the painful, unglamorous realities of war? Or 
have I just answered my own question?

LEGAL NOTICE 

The following bylaw changes which 
were accepted at the Marion Annual Town Meet- 
ing which convened on May 13, 2013 have been 
approved by the Office of the Attorney General, 
and are published herewith in accordance with 
current regulations. Claims of invalidity of any 
of the amendments to the bylaw by reason of any 
defect in the procedure of adoption or replacement 
may only be made within ninety days of the second 
publication (September 19, 2013) or December 18, 
2013. 

Copies of the bylaws may be examined 
in the Office of the Town Clerk, Town House, 2 
Spring Street, Marion, Massachusetts, or they may 
be purchased from the Town Clerk for $20.00. 
Article 29. 

ARTICLE I - NAME 

The name of the organization shall be 
the Council on Aging, hereinafter referred to as 
the Council. Said Council may receive gifts to be 
managed and controlled by the Council for the 
purposes of this Bylaw as established by Article 
37 of the 1970 March Annual Town Meeting and 
Amended by Article 28, April 27, 1987 of the Town 
of Marion, Massachusetts. 
ARTICLE II - PURPOSE 

The basic purposes of the Council are: 

(a) To identify the total needs of the population of 
the community and to advise the Board of Select- 
men of the same. 

(b) To educate the community and enlist support 
and participation of all citizens about these needs. 

(c) To design, promote, or implement services to 
fill these needs, or to coordinate existing services. 
ARTICLE III - OFFICES 

The principal office of the Council shall 
be located at the Town House, 2 Spring St. in the 
Town of Marion, Massachusetts, to which office all 
mail shall be delivered unless otherwise designated 
by a majority vote of the Council. The Council 
may also maintain offices at such other places as 
a majority of its members may from time to time 
determine. 

ARTICLE IV - MEMBERSHIP 

The Council shall consist of no fewer 
than nine members, inclusive of the Chairperson. 
On an annual basis the Council Members will 
submit a list of Potential Council Members to the 
Marion Board of Selectman. No Member is to 
serve on the Council until appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen of the Town of Marion. All members 
shall be sworn in by the Town Clerk within 7 days 
of their appointment. 
ARTICLE V-TERM OF OFFICE 

The Chairperson position shall be elect- 
ed annually. The person serving as Chairperson 
may not serve more than two (2) consecutive years, 
unless special circumstances warrant and only 
if the extension is unanimously approved by the 
council members present at the Annual meeting. 
The terms of the members shall be for one, two and 
three years and so arranged that the terms of ap- 
proximately one third of the members shall expire 
each year and their successors shall be appointed 
for a term of three years each. A member may not 
serve more than two three year terms, and cannot 
be nominated as a Potential Council Member until 
there is a break from service for at least one year. 
ARTICLE VI - MEETING OF MEMBERS 
Section I - Regular Meetings 
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Regular meetings of the members of 
the Council shall be held once a month on the third 
Monday of the month with the following excep- 
tions: When Monday falls on a legal holiday, the 
meeting scheduled for that day shall be held on the 
following Monday. 
Section II Special Meetings 

Special meetings of the members of 
the Council may be called at any time by the 
Chairperson, through the secretary at the request of 
a majority of the members and due notice sent to 
each member of the Council. 
Section III - Annual Meeting 

The annual meeting of the members of 
the Council shall be held during the regular meet- 
ing in June for the purpose of electing officers. 
Section IV - Annual Meeting Notice 

Notice of the annual meeting of mem- 
bers, stating the purpose for which the meeting 
is called, and the time and place where it is to be 
held, shall be sent by mail by the secretary, not less 
than ten days before the meeting, to each member 
entitled to vote at such meetings. 
Section V - Quorum 

At all meetings more than 50% of the 
members of the Council shall be sufficient to con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of any business. 
Section VI - Voting 

The vote of at least a majority of the 
members present at a meeting with respect to a 
question or matter brought before such meeting 
shall be necessary and sufficient to decide such 
question or matter. 

Each member entitled to vote shall vote 
only in person. 

All voting rights shall be vested in the 
members, and each individual member shall be 
entitled to one vote with respect to any question 
or matter which may come before a meeting of the 
members of the Council. 
Section VII - Meetings 

All meetings shall be conducted in ac- 
cordance with Robert's Rules of Order. 
Anyone wishing to speak shall do so only upon 
recognition by the Chairperson, 
Section VIII - Resignation 

In the event that a member wishes to 
resign from the Council, he/she must notify the 
Council on Aging, the Board of Selectmen and the 
Town Clerk in writing. 
Section IX - Resignation - Attendance 

Regular attendance is expected of all 
members. In the event of absence by any member 
for three (3) consecutive meetings, except for 
reasons of health or extenuating circumstances, 
as duly reported to the Chairperson in advance 
of Council meetings, the Council shall request 
resignation of that member through the Board of 
Selectmen. 

ARTICLE VII - ELECTIONS 

Section I - Number, Qualification, Election and 

Term of Office: 

The officers of the Council shall consist 
of a Chairperson, a Secretary and a Treasurer and 
may also include such number of Assistant Secre- 
taries and Assistant Treasurer as the Council may 
from time to time deem advisable. 

Officers of the Council shall be elected 
at the Annual meeting of the Council by majority 
vote of the members present and shall take office 
upon election. 

Election of officers to fill vacancies cre- 
ated by death, resignation or other cause may take 
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place at any regular or special meeting and shall 
be for the period of unexpired term of the previous 
incumbent, except that the office of chairperson, 
if vacated, shall be filled by the Treasurer for the 
unexpired portion of the Chairperson's normal term 
of office. 

Section II - Chairperson 

The Chairperson shall be the chief 
executive officer of the Council and subject to the 
direction of the members of the Council and shall 
have general charge of the business, affairs and 
property of the Council in its general operations. 
The Chairperson shall preside at all meetings of the 
members, shall appoint all committees and shall be 
an ex-officio member of all committees, serve as 
the initial spokesman in representing the Council 
on financial matters at meetings of above Town 
Officials and at Town Meetings. 
Section V - Treasurer 
The Treasurer shall: 

Be responsible for reviewing financial 
statements, submit periodic financial statements 
to the Council and insure that expenditures do not 
exceed appropriation limitations. 
ARTICLE VIII - AMENDMENTS 

The Council shall review the bylaws on 
an annual basis and should any amendments be re- 
quested, the same shall be submitted to the Marion 
Board of Selectmen for the Selectmen's review. 
The proposed amendments or alterations of the 
bylaws shall be approved by the affirmative vote 
of two-thirds of the members of the Council before 
being submitted to the Marion Board of Selectmen 
ARTICLE IX - AFFILIATE MEMBERSHIPS 

The Council shall set up an Affili- 
ate Membership of 8 to 10 members who, when 
attending meetings, shall not be entitled to voting 
privileges. Affiliate members shall be selected 
upon approval of a majority of Council members as 
provided for in Article VI, Section VI. 

Some of these members may come from 
other Town Committees whose activities relate 
to those of the Council on Aging. Others may be 
selected from groups concerned with the welfare of 
the elderly in Marion. 
Article 31.
